UN to launch appeal for Pakistan 
flood disaster 


China mudslide death 
tol I tops 700 


SUKKUR, Pakistan (AFP) - 
The United Nations is launch¬ 
ing an appeal to help 13.8 mil¬ 
lion people hit by floods that 
have devastated swathes of the 
country and created one of the 
world's worst humanitarian 
disasters. 

The UN Office for the Co¬ 
ordination of Humanitarian Af¬ 
fairs said the disaster had 
eclipsed the scale of the devas¬ 
tating 2004 Indian Ocean 
tsunami, the 2005 earthquake 
in Pakistan and the January 


2010 earthquake in Haiti put 
together. 

About 1.5 million people 
have been evacuated in the 
south and 1.5 million hectares 
of valuable farmland destroyed 
in central Punjab province, 
while the worst hit has been 
the northwest, already strug¬ 
gling with Taliban violence. 

"We will soon issue an... 
appeal for several hundred mil¬ 
lion dollars to respond to im¬ 
mediate needs," UN chief Ban 
Ki-moon announced, stressing 


that medium- and long-term 
assistance "will be a major and 
protracted task." 

UN special envoy Jean- 
Maurice Ripert said hundreds 
of millions of dollars would be 
needed to address the urgent 
humanitarian needs and bil¬ 
lions for the rehabilitation and 
reconstruction of infrastructure 
and livelihoods. 

Just hours after the appeal 
was announced, the U.S. raised 
its pledge to the flood-hit region 
from 35 to 55 million dollars. 


US Senate legend Stevens killed in 
Alaska plane crash 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Leg¬ 
endary former US Senator Ted 
Stevens was among five fatal¬ 
ities after a small plane carry¬ 
ing nine people slammed into 
a remote Alaska mountainside, 
officials said Tuesday. 

Stevens, 86, the longest- 
serving Republican in Senate 
history before being voted out 
of office in 2008, was on board 
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a flight which also included 
EADS North America chief 
Sean O'Keefe, the former boss 
of US space agency NASA. 

O'Keefe, 54, and his 
teenage son were among four 
who survived the crash Mon¬ 
day night in poor weather near 
Aleknagik, about 300 miles 
(480 kilometers) southwest of 
Anchorage. 

President Barack Obama 
led the tributes to Stevens, a 


decorated World War Two 
pilot who had already cheated 
death in a 1978 plane crash in 
Anchorage which claimed the 
life of his first wife, Ann. 

The Anchorage Daily News 
said Stevens was flying to the 
Agulowak Lodge, owned by 
the GCI company which also 
owns the single engine de 
Havilland Canada DHC-3 
Otter seaplane that crashed. 


Burning Russia battles to 
defend nuclear sites 


MOSCOW, Russia (AFP) - 
Russia fought a deadly battle 
yesterday to prevent wildfires 
from engulfing key nuclear 
sites as Prime Minister 
Vladimir Putin took to the air 
in a water-bombing plane to 
join the firefighting effort. 

Two soldiers were killed by 
blazing trees as they strove to 
put out a fire dangerously close 
to Russia's main nuclear re¬ 
search centre, while workers 
were also mobilised to fight 
blazes near a nuclear repro¬ 
cessing plant. 

After almost two weeks of 
fires that have claimed over 50 
lives and part destroyed a mil¬ 
itary storage site, the authori¬ 
ties said they were making 
progress in fighting fires that 
still covered 174,035 hectares 


of land. 

Putin visited the Ryazan re¬ 
gion south of Moscow, one of 
the worst hit, and jumped into 
a Be-200 jet to scoop up water 
from local lakes and then 
dump it on the fires, state 
media said. 

The emergencies ministry 
said that over the past 24 
hours, 247 new fires had ap¬ 
peared, more than the 239 had 
been put out, and 557 fires 
were still raging across the af¬ 
fected region. 

The authorities have come 
under pressure to explain the 
magnitude of effects of the 
heatwave, which meteorolo¬ 
gists have said is the worst in 
the 1,000-year history of Rus¬ 
sia. 


ZHOUQU, China (AFP) - 
Hopes of finding survivors of 
China's worst mudslides faded 
today as the death toll reached 
702 with more than 1,000 peo¬ 
ple still missing under waves 
of rock and sludge. 

At least three villages were 
levelled by an avalanche of 
mud and rocks triggered by 
heavy rains Saturday in a re¬ 
mote area of the northwest 
province of Gansu — the latest 
deadly disaster as China battles 
widespread flooding. 

A 52-year-old man was 
pulled alive from his toppled 
apartment building yesterday, 
more than 50 hours after the 


disaster, and other rescue 
teams heard "very faint" signs 
of life in another area, the state 
news agency Xinhua said. 

But the director of Gansu's 
civil affairs department, Tian 
Baozhong, painted a grim pic¬ 
ture, telling reporters yester¬ 
day that the death toll had 
more than doubled overnight 
while the number of missing 
had dropped only slightly to 
1,042. 

With rain forecast for the 
rest of the week, Premier Wen 
Jiabao urged the thousands of 
rescuers in hard-hit Zhouqu to 
hurry, but acknowledged the 
task would be an arduous one. 


Former Mexico president 
supports legalizing drugs 


MEXICO CITY - Vicente 
Fox, the former Mexican pres¬ 
ident who was a key US ally in 
the war on drugs, has backed 
the legalization of drugs, say¬ 
ing prohibition has failed to 
curb Mexico's spiraling vio¬ 
lence and corruption. 

Fox, whose successor Fe¬ 
lipe Calderon is mired in a 
bloody military campaign 
against powerful drug cartels, 
criticized the government's 
anti-drugs strategy on his blog, 
joining the ranks of other Latin 
American leaders who say the 
war on drugs is fundamentally 
flawed. 

"Legalization does not 
mean that drugs are good ... 
but we have to see (legaliza¬ 
tion of the production, sale and 
distribution of drugs) as a strat¬ 
egy to weaken and break the 
economic system that allows 
cartels to earn huge profits," 
Fox wrote in a posting over the 
weekend. "Radical prohibition 
strategies have never worked." 

Violence is escalating in 
Mexico, where cartels earn bil¬ 
lions of dollars a year as they 
battle for lucrative routes 
smuggling cocaine, marijuana, 
methamphetamine and other 
illegal drugs into the United 
States. 

An estimated 28,000 people 


have died since late 2006, 
when Calderon sent soldiers 
and police across the country 
to battle drug gangs. The 
United States is funneling hun¬ 
dreds of millions of dollars 
into beefing up Mexico's abil¬ 
ity to chase cartels. 

Yet there are few signs 
Mexico has turned the corner 
on what may be the defining 
issue of Calderon's presidency. 
Many Mexicans now fear vio¬ 
lence could deter business and 
investment, especially if it be¬ 
comes more generalized. 

"Although we know that 
many of the deaths are crimi¬ 
nals killed by their rivals, un¬ 
fortunately there are also 
officials, police and innocent 
people who have died," Fox 
said.He suggested the army, 
which has been accused of 
rights abuses as they go after 
drug suspects across Mexico, 
should return to the barracks. 

"They are not prepared for 
police work," Fox wrote. 

While Calderon, like Fox a 
member of the conservative 
PAN party, opposes legalizing 
drugs, he has said that he sup¬ 
ports a public debate on the 
issue. Since leaving office in 
2006, Fox is seen as having lit¬ 
tle political influence in Mex¬ 
ico.

THE HAGUE, The Nether¬ 
lands — Jaap de Hoop Scheffer, 
former Nato general secretary, 
has advised Geert Wilders not 
to make a speech during the 
anti-mosque demonstration on 
September 11 in New York. 

He says people abroad do 
not know who is in the cabinet 
and who is in parliament. 
’When a Dutch politician ap¬ 
pears at an event like this, then 
you have to assume they don’t 
see the difference between a 
coalition party and a party that 
is giving support.’ 

De Hoop Scheffer says he 
is personally against the build¬ 
ing of a mosque close to 
Ground Zero. But he thinks it 
inadvisable for Wilders to 
speak as he will be seen as rep¬ 
resenting the Netherlands. 

On Monday Maxime Ver- 
hagen said he would react with 
'sharp words' if Wilders said 
anything to damage Dutch in¬ 
terests. 

Fitch affirms Aruba Airport Authority 


N.V. at ‘BBB’; outlook stable 


ORANJESTAD - After 
Moody’s assessment in June 
2010 to maintain Aruba Airport 
Authority N.V.’s Baa3 credit 
rating with Stable Outlook, 
Fitch Ratings recently affirmed 
Aruba Airport Authority N. V.'s 
'BBB' underlying long-term 
rating on approximately 
US$38.6 million outstanding 
airport revenue bonds. The rat¬ 
ing outlook is again stable. Ac¬ 
cording to Fitch Ratings; the 
following can be highlighted, 
supporting the rating: 

The airport is performing in 
line with expectations with no 
deterioration in operations 
since the previous review. The 
rating affirmation reflected: 

1. a strong debt service 
coverage ratio of 2.18 times 
00; 


2. steady enplanements 
compound annual growth rate 
(CAGR) at 2.1% since 2004; 

3. adequate internally- 
funded capital improvement 
plan with no near-term future 
issuances planned; 

4. a relatively short amorti¬ 
zation profile of the authority's 
outstanding revenue bonds; 
and 

5. the ability for the airport 
to modify tariffs passenger fa¬ 
cility charges (PFCs) as 
needed, without regulatory in¬ 
terference by the government. 
The airport's finances are 
healthy, management is re¬ 
sponding to economic swings 
accordingly, strategic agree¬ 
ment with Schiphol Interna¬ 
tional is providing positive 
results, and an adequate capital 


expenditures plan is in place. 
Schiphol's long experience in 
airports operations has been in¬ 
strumental to design and im¬ 
plement adequate plans and 
strategies to achieve specific 
goals. This relationship is ex¬ 
pected to continue for at least 
five years. 

Current capital improve¬ 
ment plans can be internally 
funded. Medium-term capital 
requirements can be covered 
with operating cash flows and 
restricted cash balances, with¬ 
out near-term future debt is¬ 
suance planned. The airport 
shows some financial flexibi¬ 
lity due to 

1. the fact that no further 
debt will be issued, and 

2. maturity of the bonds, in 
2013 and 2015. 

Going forward, Fitch ex¬ 
pects the strategic relationship 
with Schiphol international to 
continue providing substantial 
improvements to the airport's 
operations. While diversifica¬ 
tion of revenues is forecasted 
to take place slowly, non-aero- 
nautical revenues are expected 
to make larger contributions. 
In the mean time, Fitch will 
continue to closely monitor 
traffic and passenger trends. 
Adequate levels of debt service 
are believed to remain stable; 
since the airport proved to be 
resilient to external economic 
shocks. 

Fitch anticipates a slight 
growth in enplanements for the 
airport during 2010 and 2011.

Colombia, Venezuela seek 
to end dispute 



SANTA MARTA, Colombia 
(AFP) - Colombian President 
Juan Manuel Santos and his 
Venezuelan counterpart Hugo 
Chavez met yesterday to try to 
patch up trade and diplomatic 
ties torn by long-simmering 
border conflicts. 

The two leaders met in the 
Caribbean city of Santa Marta 
for what Santos, who took of¬ 
fice on Saturday, said would be 
"frank and direct" talks on a 
crisis that peaked last month 
after Colombia accused Cara¬ 
cas of harboring Colombian 
rebels. 

After taking the oath of of¬ 
fice Santos moved quickly to 
set a new course with Vene¬ 
zuela, distancing himself from 
the confrontational stance 
taken by his predecessor and 
mentor, Alvaro Uribe. 

"We’re optimistic, we really 
want this meeting to produce 
sure and lasting results for the 


good of our peoples," Santos 
said yesterday. 

But he added: "I believe 
that after the meeting we’ll re¬ 
ally be able to know the re¬ 
sults." 

"We want to build peace be¬ 
tween us, whatever it costs," 
Chavez said as he arrived in 
Colombia. 

Also present at the meet¬ 
ings were UNASUR (Union of 
South American Nations) Sec¬ 
retary General Nestor Kirchner 
and Venezuelan Minister of 
Foreign affairs Nicolas 
Maduro and his counterpart 
Maria Angela Holguin. 

The two leaders — who 
have opposing ideologies and 
have exchanged heated words 
in the past — met in private in 
the house where Simon Boli¬ 
var, a South American inde¬ 
pendence hero and Chavez's 
idol, died in 1830.

One of the distinctions of 
Aruban cuisine is incorpora¬ 
ting unique indigenous ingre¬ 
dients such as in Wild Cucum¬ 
ber Stew and a particular light 
fish chowder accompanied by 
the local specialties pan bati 
(com meal pancake) and fun- 
chi (the local version of po¬ 
lenta.) Thus, eating out at the 
authentically Aruban res- tau- 
rant, The Queen’s, is very af¬ 
fordable, with a true taste of 
regional cuisine. 

Owner Varella Innocencia 
confesses she opened her 
restaurant in Oranjestad be¬ 
cause “I grew up with this, and 
loved serving people our island 
food. My father and mother 
operated the little restaurant 
across from the Americana, 
which some may remember, 
the original Arawak. I remem¬ 
ber how much our customers 
loved trying the local food, and 
they especially loved the 
prices!” 

Varella’s mom, Luisa, is 
still in the kitchen, conjuring 
up the delicious dishes that 
have been in her family for 
generations, which is acknow¬ 
ledged on the menu with 
“Carni Stoba di Mamachi”- 
“Grandma’s Beef Stew,” and 
their Arawak Steak. 

We also bumped into island 
visitors Jim and Callie from 
Michigan, who were eager to 
try island food, and were more 
than pleased with their venture 


into local cuisine. “We will 
definitely return to The 
Queen’s,” they affirmed, “the 
food was delicious and the 
prices are more than right.” 

The menu sports a variety 
of steaks and tenderloin, fresh 
caught seafood, Caribbean lob¬ 
ster, and of course, one of our 
favorites, and what we con¬ 
sider a true test of local cui¬ 
sine, “Keshi Yena”- “Filled 
Cheese.” This is a tasty, filling 
stew of chicken, with other in¬ 
gredients that are handy that 
day, all incased in a thick skin 
of melted Gouda. It was very 
satisfying and particularly 
memorable paired with The 
Queen’s garlic bread and very 
special Pica, a mix of chopped 
onions and the famous local 
hot pepper, Madame Janette. 
Not overly spicy, it lent that 
perfect bit of tang to this deli¬ 
ciously picturesque meal. 

Located next to the Harbor 
at the end of the Weststraat, The 
Queen’s is open from 11:00 
a.m. to 11:00 p.m., daily, offer¬ 
ing indoor and outdoor dining. 
They also have daily specials, 
aside from an extensive menu; 
made from whatever is in sea¬ 
son and Mama Luisa was in the 
mood to prepare. 

We noticed a steady stream 
of islanders coming for lunch 
in the pleasant surroundings or 
picking up take-out containers; 
always a sure sign of a winner 
is where the locals like to eat!

Invasive Boa constrictor serious threat to Aruba’s 
beloved bird populations! 



The presence of the invasive 
Boa constrictor was first docu¬ 
mented in Aruba in April of 
1999. Ever since, the numbers 
of boas caught by the Park 
Rangers has been impressive. 
Hundreds are caught each year 
and only those seen in areas 
frequented by persons who 
then notify the Rangers for 
their assistance. It is safe to 
presume that a multifold of 
those caught actually live in 
Aruba’s wildlife. 

Quite some places in the 
world have been confronted 
with invasive snake situations. 
The saddest being that of the 


Brown Three Snake in Guam. 
Insufficient action was taken to 
keep the snake’s population 
under control. The consequen¬ 
ces now are that several ende¬ 
mic species of animals, inclu¬ 
ding birds have become extinct. 

Scientists, up to this day, 
have no off-the-shelf solution 
for such undesired intrusions. 
Many researches are being 
conducted and the hope is that 
one day they might find an ef¬ 
fective and efficient solution. 
Reality of the matter is that if 
we take a passive stance in 
Aruba towards the boa while 
waiting for others to come with 


a solution, that we will live to 
regret it. Such a day may come 
sooner than we could imagine. 
The boa gets more offspring 
than the Brown Three Snake. 

Aruba Birdlife Conserva¬ 
tion is in discussion with Parke 
Nacional Arikok on developing 
a practical plan to keep the boa 
numbers in check. “In the com¬ 
ing weeks we hope to present 
at least a temporary solution to 
help save our birds and other 
fauna species. We are also 
working on an analysis of the 
estimated impact of the boa on 
the bird populations and hope 
to publish these findings 


shortly,” a spokesperson said. 

“The scenario that one day 
in our future an Aruban grand¬ 
mother has to explain to her 
grandchildren that we used to 
have birds named Troupial, 
Prikichi, Patrishi and Shoco, 
but that since the boa got loose 
in our wildlife they have be¬ 
came extinct because we did 
nothing about it, is simply not 
an acceptable story. We must 
act soon or regret later” he 
added. 

The pictures were taken on 
August 10, 2010, at 7:00 a.m., 
and demonstrate how a Boa 
constrictor laying in ambush 


on a branch catches and de¬ 
vours a Yellow Oriole that un¬ 
fortunately landed on that 
location (in Papiamento a 
Gonzalito or also a Trupial 
Kacho, in Dutch ‘Gele Troepi- 
aal’; scientific: Icterus ni- 
grogularis). This beautiful bird 
is classified in Aruba as a 
‘scarce breeding resident’. 
From catching the bird, con¬ 
stricting it and devouring it 
whole, head first, took less 
than 15 minutes. The Park 
Rangers later caught the snake.

The incredible explosion of dog 
breeds 



From a teacup-size Chi¬ 
huahua to a Great Dane, there 
is an incredible amount of va¬ 
riety among dog breeds. But 
all breeds belong to a single 
species, so scientists have 
studied the breeds to better 
understand the workings of 
evolution, and how such 
great variation could have 
arisen within one group. 

The dog (Canis lupus fa- 
miliaris) is far more variable 
in size, shape and behavior 
than any other living mam¬ 
mal, but most experts now 
believe that all dogs, no mat¬ 
ter how different, originated 
exclusively from a single 
species: the gray wolf (Canis 
lupus) of central Asia, said 
James Serpell, professor at 
the University of Pennsylva¬ 
nia School of Veterinary 
Medicine and editor of ’’The 
Domestic Dog: Its Evolution, 
Behaviour, and Interactions 
With People” (Cambridge 
University Press, 1995). 

It’s also likely that there 
was just one domestication 
event, and all domesticated 
dogs today descended from 
an ancestral wolf-dog that be¬ 
came someone’s best friend 
long ago. The evidence 
comes from a 2009 study in 
which a team of researchers 
at the Royal Institute of Tech¬ 
nology in Stockholm ana¬ 
lyzed samples of 
mitochondrial DNA (the 
DNA found in mitochondria, 
or energy-making structures 
within cells) from dogs 
around the world. 

They found that all dogs 
belong to one lineage, which 
indicates that domestication 
occurred just one time. (If 
wolves were domesticated 
several times in various re¬ 
gions, the team would expect 
to find more than one lineage 
among modem dogs.) 

Despite the fact that dogs 
were first domesticated about 
14,000 to 17,000 years ago, 
most dog breeds were devel¬ 
oped within the last few cen¬ 
turies. When ancient humans 
bred dogs for features such as 
a louder bark (for added pro¬ 
tection of their owner’s prop¬ 
erty) or a docile temperament 
(so it would be less likely to 
lash out at its owner), they 
were actually already tinker¬ 
ing with the selection of dog 
genes. 

One of the earliest breeds 
believed to be purposefully 
selected for its preferred traits 
is still around today - the 
greyhound. Perhaps the first 
fully distinct breed was the 
Saluki, also called the Ara¬ 
bian greyhound, whose name 


translates to ’’noble,” accord¬ 
ing to ’’Simon & Schuster’s 
Guide to Dogs” (Fireside, 
1980). 

’’Selective cross-breeding 
has been done since antiquity, 
but it really accelerated dur¬ 
ing the 19th century,” said 
Leslie Irvine of the Univer¬ 
sity of Colorado at Boulder, 
who is author of ”If You 
Tame Me: Understanding 
Our Connection with Ani¬ 
mals” (Temple University 
Press, 2004). 

Over time, because of nat¬ 
ural mutations, climate and 
human preferences, ’’breeds 
became ever more numerous 
and specialized until they 
reached the point of modern 
classification,” according to 
’’Guide to Dogs.” This classi¬ 
fication is based on the apti¬ 
tude of a breed in five skills: 
hunting, shepherding, guard¬ 
ing, work and company. 

Now, there are about 340 
breeds recognized by the 
Federation Cynologique In¬ 
ternationale (FCI), the world 


LONDON (AFP) - Man¬ 
kind’s only chance of long¬ 
term survival lies in 
colonising space, as humans 
drain Earth of resources and 
face a terrifying array of new 
threats, warned British scien¬ 
tist Stephen Hawking on 
Monday. 

’’The human race shouldn't 
have all its eggs in one bas¬ 
ket, or on one planet,” the 
renowned astrophysicist told 
the website Big Think, a 
forum which airs ideas on 
many subjects from experts. 

”Our only chance of long¬ 
term survival is not to remain 
inward looking on planet 
Earth, but to spread out into 
space,” he added. 

He warned that the human 
race was likely to face an in¬ 
creased number of events that 


governing body of dog 
breeds, sometimes known as 
the World Canine Organiza¬ 
tion. But the standards for 
breed recognition vary from 
country to country - the 
American Kennel Club cur¬ 
rently recognizes only 167 
breeds. 

Recently, the number of 
deliberately crossbred "de¬ 
signer dogs” has been grow¬ 
ing. These include the 
labradoodle (a cross between 
a Labrador and a poodle), the 
cockapoo (a cross between a 
cocker spaniel and a poodle) 
and the puggle (the offspring 
of a pug and a beagle). 

"Dogs are constantly 
evolving as we’re continually 
building variants of dog 
breeds,” said Stanley Coren, 
author of "The Modem Dog” 
(Free Press, 2008). 

"The nature of humans is 
to want unique things, but a 
unique thing is not necessar¬ 
ily a better thing,” Coren 
said.

WHO declares swine flu pandemic is over 


GENEVA (AFP) - The World 
Health Organisation on Tues¬ 
day declared the swine flu 
pandemic over, more than a 
year after the new virus 
spread around the world, 
sparking panic and killing 
thousands before fizzling out. 

’’The world is no longer in 
phase six of the pandemic 
alert. We are now moving 
into the post-pandemic pe¬ 
riod,” WHO Director General 
Margaret Chan said in a tele¬ 
phone news conference. 

”The new H1N1 virus has 
largely run its course,” she 
added, saying an interna¬ 
tional public health emer¬ 
gency ”no longer applies.” 

The top phase of the 
WHO’s six tier pandemic 
alert scale corresponds to a 
pandemic, or global spread of 
a disease. 

The step followed advice 
given earlier Tuesday by the 
WHO’s advisory emergency 
committee of 15 external sci¬ 
entists headed by Australian 
infectious diseases expert 
John Mackenzie, which 
heard evidence from repre¬ 
sentatives of Australia, Ar¬ 
gentina, New Zealand and 
South Africa. 


The WHO’s top flu offi¬ 
cial, Keiji Fukuda, told jour¬ 
nalists that the A(H1N1) 
influenza virus was no longer 
considered to be capable of 
causing another pandemic, 
even if more severe out¬ 
breaks might occur in some 
countries. 

Swine flu has killed more 
than 18,449 people and af¬ 
fected some 214 countries 
and territories since it was 
uncovered in Mexico and the 
United States in April 2009, 
according to WHO data. 

The new virus spread 
swiftly worldwide despite 
drastic measures including a 
week long shutdown in Mex¬ 
ico, prompting the UN health 
agency to scale up its alerts 
and declare a pandemic on 
June 11, 2009, banishing 
kisses and frowning on hand¬ 
shakes. 

Fears about the impact of 
swine flu on unprotected 
populations and a harmful 
mutation sparked a rush for 
hundreds of millions of dol¬ 
lars worth of specially-devel¬ 
oped vaccines and a flurry of 
public health precautions. 

However, those concerns 
dwindled in late 2009 to be 


replaced by recriminations in 
Western nations about the 
cost of unused vaccines and 
what some European critics 
regarded as an unjustified 
scare. 

Fukuda said Tuesday that 
said about 300 million people 
had been vaccinated world¬ 
wide against A(H INI). 

After petering out in Eu¬ 
rope and the United States 
before their winter flu season 
was over, in recent months 
swine flu has affected parts of 
South Asia and ’’limited 
areas” of tropical South and 
Central America, as well as 
Africa for their second sea¬ 
son. 

But unlike 2009, when 
A(H1N1) ousted most other 
types of flu viruses around 
the world, known seasonal 
viruses now are prevalent and 
even dominant in countries 
such as South Africa. 

Chan acknowledged that 
swine flu was no longer 
’’crowding out” other virus 
types and was behaving like 
seasonal flu, while popula¬ 
tions appeared to have built 
up a degree of immunity 
thanks to exposure last year 
or vaccination. 


Tip: Back-to-School Tips on Backpack 
Safety 


As the new school year ap¬ 
proaches, parents and children 
planning their ”back-to-school” 
lists are urged to keep backpack 
safety in mind. 

Each year, children experi¬ 
ence backpack-related injuries, 
Linda Rhodes, an occupational 
therapist at MCGHealth Chil¬ 
dren’s Medical Center in Au¬ 
gusta, Ga., explained in a news 
release from the medical center. 

In an effort to cut down on 
the number of these injuries, 
Rhodes offers parents the fol¬ 
lowing backpack safety advice: 

* Choose a lightweight backpack that doesn’t add too 
much to your child’s load. The pack should have two wide, 
padded shoulder straps and a padded back that will improve 
comfort and protect your child from being poked by the sharp 
points and edges of pencils, pens, rulers and other objects 
they need to carry. 

* Select the proper size backpack for your child. It should 
cover no more than three-quarters of the length of your 
child's back. 

* Load backpacks carefully. The maximum weight of a 
loaded pack should not be more than 15 percent of a child's 
body weight. Place the heaviest books closest to the back as 
they require the most body support. If a child has to lean for¬ 
ward to carry a pack, it’s too heavy. 

* Have your child wear the pack correctly. He or she 
should use both shoulder straps. Carrying a backpack on one 
shoulder puts too much strain on one side of the upper body. 
The straps should be snug, but not too tight. If a backpack 
has a waist strap, use it to help better support the load.

US productivity dips for 
first time since 2008

WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
productivity fell unexpectedly 
in the second quarter for the 
first time since late 2008, the 
Labor Department said yester¬ 
day, reflecting a slowing eco¬ 
nomy. 

Non-farm productivity de¬ 
clined 0.9 percent in the April- 
June period, the first fall since 
the last quarter of 2008, when 
productivity contracted 0.1 
percent, the department said. 

"The decline in output per 
hour follows five quarters of 
strong productivity growth," it 
said in a report. 

Most economists had ex¬ 
pected labor productivity — 
based output of workers per 
hour — to rise 0.1 percent from 


a upwardly revised 3.9 percent 
growth in the January-March 
period. 

Labor costs increased 0.2 
percent in the second quarter, 
the first rise in a year. 

Markets had expected labor 
costs to increase 1.4 percent. 

"Economic reactions to de¬ 
clines in productivity are not 
pleasant," analysts at Brief- 
ing.com said in a report. 

"The data suggest that firms 
are oversupplied with labor for 
the amount of output they are 
creating," they said. 

At the very least, they said, 
employment would hold at its 
current level without any mo¬ 
tivation from firms to hire 
more workers.

BEIJING, China (AFP) - 
China’s trade surplus bal¬ 
looned to 28.7 billion dollars 
in July as exports hit a record 
high, the government said yes¬ 
terday — data likely to inten¬ 
sify pressure on Beijing for a 
stronger yuan. 

The nation posted its 
biggest trade surplus since Jan¬ 
uary 2009 as the value of 
China's overseas shipments 
reached a monthly record 
145.52 billion dollars in July 
despite slower export growth, 
customs authorities said. 

Stocks across Asia were hit 
by the data, which showed im¬ 
ports slowed for the fourth 
straight month in July and fu¬ 
elled fears the economy was 
weakening. Several regional 
markets rely on China's im-

The biggest single reason 
people don’t buy products 
from companies, or profes¬ 
sional services, is that they 
don’t want to make a mistake. 
They don’t want to look dumb 
or mess up. 

If you can eliminate all to¬ 
gether, the possibility, (not the 
probability, but the possibility) 
that anyone will ever screw up, 
that anyone will ever look bad 
for making their decision to 
buy, people can’t help but take 


ports to boost their own 
economies.

Shipwrecked champagne good, 
but not ours: Veuve-Clicquot 


PARIS (AFP) - A two-cen- 
tury-old bottle of champagne 
found in a shipwreck at the 
bottom of the Baltic tastes 
great but is not from the 
house of Veuve-Clicquot, as 
first thought, the company 
said recenty. 

Last month Swedish 
divers working off Finland 
found 30 bottles perfectly 
preserved at a depth of 55 
metres (180 feet), perhaps 
part of a consignment sent by 
France's King Louis XVI to 
the Russian Imperial Court. 

Because the corks still re¬ 
tained a trace of an anchor 
logo, experts thought the 
champagne might have come 
from the historic Veuve-Clic¬ 
quot estate, still one of the 
world's top brands of bubbly. 

But, after inspecting and 
trying a sample of the per¬ 
fectly preserved vintage, the 
firm said it was in fact from 
the now defunct Juglar house. 

"For this wine, time has 
stood still," said Veuve-Clic- 
quot's chief cellarman Do¬ 
minique Demarville, one of a 
tiny number of people who 
has been allowed to taste a 
few millilitres of the find. 

"It seems to me that it 
must taste the same as it did 
when it was made." 

The bottles were found in 
only slightly salty water, with

low currents, a constant tem¬ 
perature of five degrees Cel¬ 
sius (41 Fahrenheit), under 
pressure from the sea and in 
total darkness as if in a cellar. 

"It has an intense golden 
yellow hue with grey-brown 
reflections. The taste starts 
strongly with sugars, but pro¬ 
gressively acidity takes over 
and a fresh sensation invades 
the palate," Demarville said. 

"As it lies in the mouth, 
impressive smoky sensations 
dominate, marked by the 
same peat and tobacco notes 
that you sense in the nose." 

He estimated that the wine 
dated from the first third of 
the 19th century, which 
means it is not clear whether 
it is the oldest champagne 
ever drunk, as an 1825 Per¬ 
rier-Jouet was tasted by ex¬ 
perts in London last year. 

The remaining bottles, 
which could number more 
than the 30 uncovered by the 
divers, will remain on the 
seabed for the time being. 
Their exact location is being 
kept secret. 

Authorities on Aaland will 
decide who legally owns the 
contents of the wreck. The ar¬ 
chipelago at the mouth of the 
Gulf of Bothnia belongs to 
Finland, though it enjoys au¬ 
tonomy from Helsinki and lo¬ 
cals speak Swedish.

'Mecca Time’ 

the sky. 

"Everyone is interested to 
see the clock, despite the lack 
of sufficient information 
about it, and its mechanism," 
said Mecca resident Hani al- 
Wajeeh. 

"We in Mecca hope to be 
the world's central time zone, 
and not just have a clock to 
look at, to show off," he said. 

Mohammed al-Arkubi, the 
manager of the Royal Mecca 
Clock Tower Hotel in the 
building below, said the in¬ 
stallation of the clock, its 
faces made by the German- 
owned Dubai company, Pre¬ 
miere Composite 

Technologies, has been "a 
huge operation." 

The clock reflects a goal by 
some Muslims to replace the 
126-year-old Universal Time 
standard — originally called 
Greenwich Mean Time (GMT) 
— with Mecca mean time. 

At a conference in Doha in 
2008, Muslim clerics and 
scholars presented "scientific" 
arguments that Mecca time is 
the true global meridian. They 
said that Mecca is the centre 
of the world and that the 
Greenwich standard was im¬ 
posed by the west in 1884.

MECCA, Saudi Arabia 
(AFP) - Muslims around the 
world could be setting their 
watches to a new time soon 
when the world's largest 
clock begins ticking atop a 
soaring skyscraper in Islam's 
holiest city of Mecca. 

Saudi Arabia hopes the 
four faces of the new clock, 
which will loom over 
Mecca's Grand Mosque from 
what is expected to be the 
world's second tallest build¬ 
ing, will establish Mecca as 
an alternate time standard to 
the Greenwich median. 

The clock is targeted to 
enter service with a three- 
month trial period in the first 
week of the holy month of 
Ramadan on or about August 
12, according to the Saudi 
state news agency SPA. 

It boasts four glimmering 
46 metre-across (151 feet) 
faces of high-tech composite 
tiles, some laced with gold, 
sitting more than 400 metres 
(1,320 feet) over the Holy 
Haram compound. 

The tower's height will 
reach 601 metres (1,983 feet), 
SPA said. On its website, Pre¬ 
miere Composite, which is 
responsible for cladding the 


top section, including a shim¬ 
mering spire topped by a 
golden crescent moon, puts 
the planned height at 590 me¬ 
tres (1,947 feet). 

That would make it the 
world's second tallest build¬ 
ing — ahead of Taiwan's 509 
metre (1,670 feet) Taipei 101, 
but well behind the Burj 
Khalifa, the 828 metre (2,717 
feet) skyscraper inaugurated 
in Dubai in January. 

Some 250 "highly quali¬ 
fied Muslim workers" were 
completing welding work on 
the clock's frame, SPA said. 

More than six times larger 
in diameter than London's 
famed Big Ben, the clock 
faces, with the Arabic words 
"In the Name of Allah" in 
huge lettering underneath and 
will be lit with two million 
LED lights. 

Some 21,000 white and 
green coloured lights, fitted 
at the top of the clock, will 
flash to as far as 30 kilome¬ 
tres (18.7 miles) to signal 
Islam's mandatory five-times 
daily prayers. 

On special Muslim occa¬ 
sions, 16 bands of vertical 
lights will shoot some 10 
kilometres (6.2 miles) up into

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Federer keen to test Annacone 
coaching partnership

TORONTO (AFP) - Roger 
Federer begins his first trial 
run with coach Paul Anna- 
cone this week, the Swiss 
marshalling his forces a day 
prior to a Toronto Masters 
clash with Juan Ignacio Chela 
on Tuesday. 

"I thought it was a good 
time to do a test,” said third 
seed Federer, twice the cham¬ 
pion in Toronto. "We're taking 
it slow, and we'll see what hap¬ 
pens. We don't even know yet. 

’’We'll see how it goes," 
Federer said of the prospects 
for a long-term arrangement 
with Annacone. "And we will 
take a decision maybe after 
the US Open and see what I'll 
do." 

Argentina's Chela booked 
his place in the second round 
with a 6-0, 6-3 victory over 
Alejandro Falla on Monday, 
one of a handful of matches 
which got on court before 
weather intervened. 

Falla, from Colombia, 
gave Federer a fright in the 
first round at Wimbledon be¬ 
fore the Swiss pulled out a 
five-set victory over the num¬ 
ber 64, winning 6-0 in the 
final set. 

The third-seeded Federer 


has not met Chela since 2006, 
but owns a 4-0 record over 
the 30-year-old South Amer¬ 
ican, winning eight of nine 
sets they have played. Their 
last meeting came in the first 
round at Rome in 2006. 

Sergiy Stakhovsky of 
Ukraine dealt a blow to 
French hopes, ousting 
Richard Gasquet 7-5, 6-1. 
The defeat was the second in 
a row for Gasquet on hard- 
court after reaching the clay 
Gstaad final eight days ago. 
France's Julien Benneteau 
beat Denis Istomin 6-4, 6-4. 

Romanian Victor Hanescu 
defeated the week's first 
Canadian participant as he 
eliminated world number 217 
Milos Raonic 6-4, 6-4. 

Spain's Tommy Robredo 
stoped Finnish qualifier 
Jarkko Nieminen 6-1, 6-4 
while South African Kevin 
Anderson defeated Ar¬ 
gentina's Leonardo Mayer 7- 
6 (7/2), 6-4. 

Federer will be competing 
for the first time since Wim¬ 
bledon, where he lost in the 
quarter-finals to eventual fi¬ 
nalist Tomas Berych. Federer 
uncharacteristically com¬ 
plained about back problems 


at the time. 

Federer's recent decision 
to experiment with taking on 
American Annacone - former 
mentor to Federer friends 
Pete Sampras and Tim Hen¬ 
man - as a coach gets a first 
test of fire in Canada. 

Federer said the trial col¬ 
laboration will continue 
through the US Open, with 
his "regular" coach Severin 
Luthi joining the team and 
next week in Cincinnati. 

Like everything Federer 
does, the Annacone initiative 
was a well-coordinated effort. 

"Paul came to Switzerland 
after Wimbledon at some 
stage," said Federer, whose 
current number three ranking 
is his lowest in seven years. 

"I had vacation first (a 
July Mediterranean yacht 
charter with the extended 
family), which was key for 
me to just get back on my feet 
and feel normal again. 

"It took me about 10 days 
to get over the aches and 
pains I have had over the 
three-week period from Halle 
until the end of Wimbledon." 

Despite quarter-final exits 
at Roland Garros and Wim¬ 
bledon after winning those ti¬ 
tles in 2009, Federer said he 
has not been weighed down 
by unfulfilled expectations. 

"I don't think I was frus¬ 
trated after Wimbledon, I was 
disappointed that my body 
wasn't holding up and that 
Berdych played such a good 
match and that I couldn't de¬ 
fend my Wimbledon dream 
again. 

“I got spoiled and every¬ 
body around me got spoiled. 
When I don't win the tourna¬ 
ment, it's not sometimes good 
enough for people and my¬ 
self. It's normal that every¬ 
body talks a different way all 
of a sudden.” 




Taylor, Styris boost 
New Zealand 



New Zealand cricket cap¬ 
tain Ross Taylor plays a 
shot during the first One 
Day International (ODI) 
cricket match of the Micro¬ 
max tri-series between New 
Zealand and India 
DAMBULLA (AFP) - Ross 
Taylor smashed a robust 95 
and Scott Styris cracked 89 
under pressure as New 
Zealand posted a challenging 
288 against India in the trian¬ 
gular one-day series on Tues¬ 
day. 

New Zealand were strug¬ 
gling at 28-3 after winning 
the toss in the day-night 
match before skipper Taylor 
and all-rounder Styris 
propped up the innings with a 
record 190-run stand for the 
fourth wicket. 

The partnership was New 
Zealand's best for the fourth 
wicket in one-day interna¬ 
tionals, the previous highest 
being 168 between Lee Ger- 


mon and Chris Harris 
against Australia in the 
1996 World Cup quar¬ 
ter-final at Chennai. 

Taylor looked set to 
complete his fourth one- 
day hundred when he 
was trapped leg-before 
by left-arm seamer 
Ashish Nehra, who was 
the most successful 
bowler with 4-47. 

The New Zealand 
captain hit one six and 
eight fours in his 113- 
ball knock. 

India paceman Pra- 
veen Kumar did the 
early damage when he 
had opener Martin Guptill 
caught behind for 11 and then 
bowled debutant Kane 
Williamson for no score in 
his lively opening spell. 

Nehra was the other 
wicket-taker in the initial 
overs, having opener Peter 
Ingram caught behind for 12. 

India then had to wait for 
more than 31 overs to get an¬ 
other wicket as Taylor and 
Styris applied themselves re¬ 
markably well on a slow 
pitch to boost the innings. 

Styris was bowled by left- 
arm spinner Pragyan Ojha 
immediately after hoisting 
the bowler for a straight six. 
He also completed 4,000 one- 
day runs during his 95-ball 
knock. 

Sri Lanka are the third 
team in the tournament. Each 
side will play the other twice 
in the preliminary league be¬ 
fore the top two qualify for 
the final on August 28.

Championship returns to 
Whistling Straits this week 
with a South Korean defend¬ 
ing champion and its star at¬ 
traction trying to salvage a 
lost season. 

Former winners Vijay 
Singh, Phil Mickelson and 
South Korea's Yang Yong- 
eun hope to once again seize 
the moment while world 
number one Tiger Woods' 
game is in disarray after com¬ 
ing off the worst performance 
of his career. 

"Last week I didn't have 
anything," Woods said be¬ 
tween practice rounds here 
on Tuesday. "I have been 
though periods before where 
I hit it bad. Yeah, your confi¬ 
dence is not where it needs to 
be. We have all been there. 

"Just life in general the 
last nine months has been 
very difficult." 

While Woods is without a 
major win for the first time in 
two years the same can't be 
said about Mickelson (Mas¬ 
ters), Graeme McDowell (US 
Open) and Louis Oosthuizen 
(British Open). They will all 
be seeking to make it a two- 
major season at Whistling 
Straits which is hosting the 
event for the second time in 
six years. 

Mickelson of the United 
States, McDowell of North¬ 
ern Ireland and Oosthuizen of 
South Africa will begin off 



the first tee on Thursday af¬ 
ternoon. 

In 2004, Singh, a Fijian- 
Indian, won a three-hole cu¬ 
mulative playoff over 
Americans Justin Leonard 
and Chris DiMarco to be¬ 
come the fourth oldest PGA 
Championship winner at 41. 

Singh's superb 2004 sea¬ 
son included winning four 
tournaments heading into the 
PGA Championship and he 
continued his superb play 
through all four rounds and 
the playoff. 

"I have good memories of 
the golf course," said Singh,

who also won the PGA 
Championship in 1998 and a 
Masters in 2000. "I am look¬ 
ing forward to it." 

Oosthuizen earned his first 
major championship title 
with a seven-stroke win at 
last month's British Open. 

He parleyed his strong 
play this season into a con¬ 
tender spot in the season's 
final major championship 
which begins on Thursday on 
the links style course. 

"I am confident and quite 
anxious to start the tourna¬ 
ment and gets things under 
way," Oosthuizen said on 
Tuesday before setting out 
for his first practice round. 

Oosthuizen said he is 
looking forward to the chal¬ 
lenge of tackling the 
Whistling Straits course and 
its close to 1,000 bunkers. 

"It could scar me for life," 
Oosthuizen said. "I heard a 
few things about it. 


"I am looking forward to 
just going out and seeing 
what it is like teeing off. It 
should be fun." 

Said DiMarco, "The 
course has a lot of distrac¬ 
tions. The fairways are plenty 
big enough. The greens are 
plenty big enough. If you 
look at it like 'Oh, my gosh 
look at all the trouble’ then it 
is a very difficult golf course. 

"It is a great venue for a 
major for sure." 

Woods' game has hit the 
skids. He is coming off his 
worst performance of his ca¬ 
reer last week when he shot a 
fourth-round 77 to finish in a 
tie for 78th at the World Golf 
Championships Bridgestone 
Invitational — a tournament 
he had won seven times. 

He finished 18-over 298, a 
whopping 30 shots behind 
winner Hunter Mahan. 

"It is not a matter of how 
poorly I played the week be¬ 


fore because this is a new 
week," Woods said. "I have 
got to build my game day-by- 
day. I had two good practice 
sessions and that is a step in 
the right direction." 

Yang became the first 
Asian player to win a major 
chamionship at last year's 
tournament held at Hazeltine 
National Golf Club. 

He shocked the golfing 
world by upsetting Woods 
and his feat was all the more 
remarkable because Woods 
hadn't lost a major in which 
he led after 54 holes. 

Woods and Yang will 
again battle side-by side 
through the first two rounds 
at Whistling Straits. Joining 
them in the threesome is 
Singh as the trio start their 
round on Thursday morning 
off the 10th tee and then Fri¬ 
day afternoon off the first tee. 

Justin Rose and Jim Furyk 
have multiple wins this sea¬ 
son and have grown in in 
stature. But they will have 
their hands full with the 
strongest field of any of the 
majors in 2010. 

"These are not the easiest 
of times economically," said 
golf course owner Herb 
Kohler. "But we expect to 
have more of the top players 
of the world than any of the 
other majors." 

Another player quietly 
lurking is South Africa's 
Ernie Els who will be com¬ 
peting in his 17th PGA 
Championship. 

The three-time major win¬ 
ner is playing some of his 
best golf in a long time with 
a top-three finish at the US 
Open and two wins in 
March.

PARIS (AFP) - World sprint 
sensation Usain Bolt on yes¬ 
terday ruled himself out of 
the rest of the 2010 season 
because of a back problem 
that affects his striding 
power. 

The Jamaican, who won 
gold in both the 100 and 200 
metres at the 2008 Beijing 
Olympics and the 2009 
worlds, and is world record 
holder in both events, suf¬ 
fered his first defeat in two 
years when beaten by Ameri¬ 
can Tyson Gay in the 100m in 
Stockholm on Friday. 

After that outing, Bolt un¬ 
derwent medical examina¬ 
tions and was told by Dr 
Hans Mueller-Wohlfahrt in 
Munich on Monday that he 
risked injuring his hamstring 


or calf if he continued to race 
with a tightness in his lower 
back. 

According to Mueller- 
Wohlfahrt, that tightness re¬ 
stricts the Jamaican's ability 
to generate power in his 
stride. 

Bolt has now withdrawn 
from the IAAF Diamond 
League meetings in Zurich 
and Brussels, the latter Au¬ 
gust 27 meeting tagged as a 
showdown between the Ja¬ 
maican, Gay and former 
world record holder Asafa 
Powell, aslo of Jamaica. 

Bolt's agent Ricky Simms 
said in a statement: "With a 
view to his future career we 
believe further treatment to 
loosen his back followed by a 
period of rest will be in his 


best interest. 

"We are delighted to re¬ 
port that the MRI scan on his 
achilles tendon showed that it 
has now completely healed." 

Bolt added: "I am very dis¬ 
appointed to miss two of the 
top meetings on the circuit - 
Zurich and Brussels - but trust 
that it is better for me not to 
take any risks this year. 

"2011 and 2012 are very 
important Championship 
years (with the worlds in 
Daegu and Olympics in Lon¬ 
don respectively) and I hope 
to be back fully fit and 
healthy. 

"I would like to thank 
everyone for their support 
and look forward to coming 
back stronger next year," said 
Bolt.

FIFA planning refereeing 
overhaul: Blatter 


FRANKFURT (AFP) - FIFA 
president Sepp Blatter said 
Tuesday that world football's 
governing body were plan¬ 
ning a refereeing revamp as 
he reiterated his reservations 
concerning the use of goal¬ 
line technology. 

"The principle work in 
football now, I already said it 
before the World Cup, is ref¬ 
ereeing," Blatter said on the 
German Football Federation 
(DFB) website. 

"End October-beginning 
November, we're going to un¬ 
veil our project on high level 
referees. There will be a reju¬ 
venation ... I am for profes- 
sionalisation, even if there 
are views against." 

He added: "Concerning 
the help of technical means, 
it's more complicated. Every 
system must be studied in de¬ 
tail with a view to an eventual

use." 

Goal-line technology was 
forced back onto FIFA's 
agenda during the World Cup 
after England's Frank Lam- 
pard had a legitimate goal 
disallowed, while Mexico 
were aggrieved when Argen¬ 
tinian striker Carlos Tevez 
was clearly offside when he 
scored the first goal. 

That incident was made 
worse when a replay was 
shown on the big screen at 
the stadium. Blatter later 
apologised for both incidents. 
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
